Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication depicts a man caught in the act of abusing a child. The Classification Office has 
considered whether the video file promotes or supports, or tends to promote or support, the 
exploitation of children for sexual purposes and has concluded that it does not. However, the 
unrestricted availability of the video file is still likely to be injurious to the public good. Despite the 
lack of explicit detail in the footage, as a record of a real-world sexual assault on a child, it is likely to 
be particularly shocking and disturbing to children and teenagers given the young age of the subject, 
and to people of all ages who have experienced such abuse. Adults, while also likely to find it 
disturbing, are more likely to understand the nature of the video and less likely to experience lasting 





harm from it. Child Rape.mov is therefore classified as restricted to adults. This classification is a 
limit on the right to freedom of expression as stated in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 but 
is determined to be a justifiable limitation on that right in order to prevent injury to the public good.
